The difficulty about the 
situation, so far as the Cuban treaty is con- 
cerned, Hes in the fact that the democrats 
have generally lined up against it and can 
readily prevent action in executive session. 

The president is especially anxious over the 
present situation because of its bearing on 
the possibility of securing any trust legisla- 
tion at this session. The president prefers 
the Knox bills to any which have yet been 
offered, and he is fearful that the deadlock 
with Quay may operate to defeat all trust 
iegislation. On this account he intimated 
that, while he did not believe in extra ses- 
sions, if congress should adjourn without 
completing the work it had set out to do he 
would not hesitate to call it together again 
almost immediately. 

It was decided a day or two ago that in 
passing the department of commerce bill 
through the genate the provision for the bu- 
reau of corporations should be broadened 
sufficiently to provide for some anti-trust 
legislation. Unfortunately the department 
of commerce bill is embargoed in the senate 
along with Cuban reciprocity and the other 
measures. The president’s desire for anti- 
trust legislation is so great he will probably 
exert his influence to secure the passage of 
the statehood compromise, because that now 
seems to be the only way to provide for any

AGUINALDO PLANS AID 


FORMER FILIPINO LEADER ASKS 
RELIEF FOR HIS COUNTRY. 


Petitions Congress to Advance $100,- 
000,000 and Establish Bank Under 
Philippine Civil Government to 
Handle Money and Give Natives a 
Chance to Restere Agriculture 
After Famine and Piague—Sees It 
His Daty. to Help Americans. 


Aguinaldo, formerly leader of the Filipino 
insurgents, has petitioned congress, through 
Gov. Taft, to take steps at once to relieve 
‘suffering and famine in the Philippines by 
extending a loan and credit of $100,000,000 
. to the agriculturists of the archipelago. He 
urges the establishment of a bank under the 
civil government to handle the money and 
he works out the details of his relief plan in 
such a way that he claims the loan would be 
repaid in twenty years and a balance left 
in the bank to continue the work. 

Secretary Root submitted Aguinaldo’s peti- 
tion to the senate and house today. Itisa 
remarkable presentation of conditions in the 
Philippines and supports Secretary Root’s 
statements to congress and points out, as he 
did, the necessity for prompt action to check 
suffering and disaster. 

The secretary attached particular import- 
ance to Aguinaldo’s profession of desire to do 
all in his power to aid Americans in develop- 
ing the islands and carrying out relief méas- 
ures, 


‘Relief Plan of Aguinaldo. 


The petition records the ravages of dis- 
ease among the carabaos and the people, 
the locust plague, and the fall in the price 
of silver. Aguinaldo says in part: 

“I propose to the honorable civil com- 
mission to obtain from congress a United 
States treasury loan of $20,000,000 gold in 
cash, and also a credig of $80,000,000 gold, 
which will guarantee the issue of paper to 
serve as money in the islands. This sum 
shall be used for the development and im- 
provement of Philippine agriculture, and 
shall be paid within twenty years, the pay- 
ments being made in three installments at 
the end of ten, fifteen, and twenty years re- 
spectively, and at the rates of $25,000,000 
at the end of the first period, which would 
cancel so much of the credit, and $25,000,000 
and@ $50,000,000 at the end of the two re- 
maining periods. 


Suggests Bank to Handle Loan. 

“ When the loan and credit were approved 
and the above mentioned sum here in the 
Philippines a bank would be opened which 
would be called “ United States America 
Agricultural Philippine bank, and which 
should be under the inspection and super- 
vision of the insular government. 

“ After the civil commission had dictated 
the proper regulations and established all 
the necessary safeguards for the security 
and ‘stability of the bank, the bank would 
begin to operate, making available for the 
agriculturists such sums as they should ask 
for, in tompliance with the necessary for- 
malities, at an annual maximum of 4 per 
cent, payable semi-annually. 


tracted $2,000,000 for the construction of 


archipelago, and for other necessary prelim- 
inary. expenses. Subtracting from the an- 
nual income of $38,920,000 the annual expense 
for salaries and other necessary expenses.of 
the bank, which may be reckoned at $700,000,

Allowing 
four years more for ample time makes the 
twenty years mentioned. 

‘* By the time that the United States treas- 
ury has been repaid at the end of the stated 
period of twenty years the Phillipine treas- 
ury would have at least $50,000,000 which 
would serve to guarantee the issue of paper 
money to that amount. 


Filipinos May Acquire Bank. 

‘In case Filipinos should wish td acquire 
the bank by making of it a joint stock com- 
pany without otherwise altering its organiza- 
tion and methods, the government would 
concede to them the title without prejudice 
to its right to require repayment of the 
amounts incurred by the foundation of said 
bank or other necessary expenses. 

**It may be that when this project is known 
I shall be called an enthusiast and a dreamer, 
and it will be said that I ought not to involve 
myself in matters that force me out of the 
retired life which I have intended to follow 
since my imprisonment, which nothing has 
broken into until the present time.

The long time required by the 
artists to complete their competitive models 
is given as the cause for their failure to 
draw the appropriation.

British Often Malevolent. | 
Regarding the attitude of the British chan- 
cellor, Von Biilow said: | 
“It is a striking fact that part of the Eng- 
lish press often judges without objectivity, 
often with undisguised malevolence in mat- 
ters where Germany is concerned. A poet 
of great talent turned savage and even in- 
dulged in verbal attacks against us. These 
phenomena can be explained through a cer- 
tain embitterment of the English people over 
the violent attacks of the continental press 

during the south African war. | 

“Such excitement interferes with the work 
of diplomatists, but the relations of mon- 
archs and cabinets of London and Berlin 
have remained undisturbed and public opin- 
lon will be quieted in time.” | | 

Says Powers Arein Accord. 

Explaining the situation in Venezuela, 
Chancellor von Biilow said: 

* President Castro has recognized in prin- 
ciple the justice of Germany’s, Great Brit- 
ain’s, and Italy’s demands and has agreed to 
the preliminary conditions for transferring 
the controversy to The Hague arbitration 
court. Diplomatic conferences are about to 
begin at Washington. 

“The American government has kindly 
undertaken to conduct the negotiations. Our * 
aim is to bring armed action to the speediest 
possible termination. The blockade will be 
raised as soon as the negotiations at Wash- 
ington have reached a satisfactory conclu- 
sion. When circumstances admit of it 
I shall give the reichstag further informa- 
tion. Full agreement has prevailed between 
Great Britain and Germany, as well ag Italy, 
throughout the entire 

“Stronger Ship to Aid Panther. 
' Official news of the bombardment of Fort 


German gunboat Panther has not yet been 
received or is withheld. 

Nevertheless, it is announced that owing 
to the failure of the Panther to force the 
entrarce to Lake Maracaibo the German 
cruiser Vineta has been ordered to proceed 
immediately to Maracaibo. Opinions differ 
as to whether this implies that the big cruis- 
er is going to smash Fort San Carlos. 

Officials believe that the whole affair has 
been grossly exaggerated. They are con- 
vinced that the German action was taken 
with the concurrence of the British and 
Italian commanders. The Panther, they be- 
lieve, was chosen for the bombardment be- 
cause it has the shallowest draft of any 
of the blockading vessels. They contend 
that it would not be consistent with the 
duty or dignity of the allies to allow the 
blockade to be nullified by ignoring Pres- 
ident Castro's opening of Puerto Villamisar, 
and that nothing has been done contrary to 
the spirit or letter of the assurances given 
by the allies. 

Socialist Wants to Know. _ 

Discussing foreign relations, Herr Vollmar, 
the socialist, said the socialists wanted to 
know why the Venezuelan ships had been 
sunk and why the Venezuelan forts had been 
bombarded, adding: 

“We want full information on all phases 
of the intermediation efforts since President 
Roosevelt's refusal to arbitrate. We hope 
the government will not repeat Napoleon's 
Mexican adventure.” 


Wants to Criticise Kaiser, 

There was a stormy scene folowing the at- 
tempt of Herr Vollmar to raise a debate on 
the charges brought against the late Herr 
Krupp and Emperor William's telegrams and 
speeches on the subject. The president of 
the house declined to permit the diseussion. 

The wround on which the president re- 
fused tu allow the debate was that it was out 
of order to discuss a private person while ; 
debating the budget. 

The socialists, who reviled the president 
frequently, referred to him as “a miserable 
dog.”’ 

Herr Volimar insisted he had the right to 
discuss Emperor William's speeches on the 
Krupp affair, but the president resolutely ex- 
cluded any such comments, deciding that 
his majesty’s expressions belong to the em- 
peror’s private life. 


Emperor Workman’s Friend. 

Repelling Herr Vollmar’s statement that 
Emperor William was following anti-social 
tendencies the chancellor said: “On the 
contrary, the country does not exist where 
so much is accomplished for the welfare of 
the working people as in Germany. 

‘The emperor is convinced that the cen- 
tury’s task is to expand social reform legis- 
lation and that the monarchy is strong 
enough to alleviate the existing evils. La- 
borers have equal rights with other classes. 
The charges of Ce#sarism and Bonapartism 
are empty talk. I know of no case where the 
rights of the German people are infringed 
by the emperor.” | 


Tell Details of Coro Fight.

Montague Leasler of New York Declares 
Holland Boat Company Wanted to 
Pay Him $5,000—Is Member of Naval 
‘Committee in House and Had Voice 
in Report on Purchase of War Ves- 
sele—Says Briber Was an Ex-Con- 
Congressman—Inguiry Set on Foot. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—[Special.]— 
Represéntative Montague Lessler of New 
York, a member of the committee on naval 
affairs of the house, in a meeting of that 
committee, mad@ che sensational charge 
that he had been offered $5,000 as a bribe to 
vote for the purchase of more Holland tor- . 
pedo boats by the government. This offer, 
Mr, Lessler said, had been made about a 
year ago, shortly after his election to the 
Fifty-seventh congress, and was renewed 
at the beginning of the present session dur- 
ing the fight of the Holland company to 
secure further government contracts. 

Mr. Lessler was asked by members of the 
committee to name the man who had offered 
the bribe, but refused. On being pressed to 
give his name Mr. Lessler finally said that | 
the bribe had been offered through his clerk, 
that the man who offered the bribe was an 
ex-congressman, but that he must refuse to 
mention hig name. 

The naval affairs committee thereupon ap- 
pointed a subcommittee of,five members, of 
which Chairman Foss of the full commit- 
teee, is also chairman, to investigate the 
whole matter. 

Representatives of the Holland Boat com- 
pany who were seen tonight say that if the 
bribe was offered as Representative Lessler | 
asserts it was rot made with the authority 
of their company. Representative Lessler 
was not at his hotel up to a late bour to- 
night and could not be found to give his side 
of the case. 


BAER’S WORK CRITICISED 
BY LEHIGH STOCKHOLDERS. 


Item of $1,000,000 Not Satisfactorily 
Accounted For, According to Those 
Who Have Waited for Dividends. — 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 30.—[Special.}—A 
stormy controversy over an item of $1,000,- 
000 which some of the stockholders did not 
think properly accounted for marked the an- 
nual meeting of the Lehigh Valley railroad 
company in this city today. 

The item in question represented the set- 
tlement by the Reading of claims against the 
latter company.

YALE SCIENTIST GIVES NEW 
THEORY OF ORIGIN OF LIFE. 
Dr. J. T. Wortman Says Vital Spark 
Originated at North Pole, That Man 
Came from Primates Through Fire. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 20.—[Special.]— 
Dr. J. F. Wortman of Yale tonight outlined 
his theory of the origin of human life ina 
lecture in which he reviewed his researches 
covering years, upsetting both orthodoxy 
and former scientific beliefs. He advocated 
three distinct theories more or less revolu- 
tionary: 2 

First—All life began at the north pole, — 

Second—The primates, including apes, 
monkeys, and lemurs, who lived at the pole, 
| were directly the ancestors of the human 
race. 

Third—The evolution of the primates to 
human beings took place at the same time 
and largely because of the effect of the dis- 
covery of fire. 

Dr. Wortman two years ago took up the 
investigations of the late Prof. Marsh in 
paleontology and visited Wyoming, where 
he discovered perfect skulls of primates sim- 
ilar to those found in northern Europe and 
Madagascar. His theory is that these were 
in the tropical zone extending around the 
north pole, as similar skulls were found in 
America, Europe, and Africa. 


TWO KILLED BY EXPRESS TRAIN 


John Van Deraa and Wife Run Down 
_on Illinois Central Tracks at 
Riverdale. 


While driving across the Illinois Central 
railroad tracks at One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth street, Riverdale, John Van Deraa 
and his wife were instantly killed by a 
north bound express train last evening.

The couple lived 
in Riverdale. They left five children.

Horse and Dummy Act Amendment. 

One of the plans whereby the Union Trae-

In August, 1858, the city gave Henry Fuller and others, who afterwards incorporated the Chicago City rail- 
way company, a franchise for twenty-five years and until such time as the city might purchase the lines. To cure 
possible defects in this franchise the legislature, in February, 1859, confirmed the city ordinance and also incor- 
porated the North Chicago city railway company also for twenty-five years. In 1861 the West Chicago city railway 
company was formed from the lines of the Chicago city company on that side of the river, and Feb. 21 of that year

AIR, ‘PURIFIES THE BLOOD. 


Are Generated in Lungs That Drive 
Out the Impurities. : 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 20.—Dr. Albert J. 
Atkins, lecturer on principles of medicine at 
the California Medica! college, in a paper 


that experiments conducted by him have 
demonstrated that it is electricity, not oxy- 
gen, which purifies the blood on the lungs. 
Dr. Atking says no oxygen passes through 
the membrane of the air cells of the lungs 
into the bjood stream; also that the air celis 
secrete carbon. He has discovered that the 
action which takes place in the lungs in 
breathing is electrical. 

The thiory advocated by Dr. Atkins is that 
oxygen «of the system comes from the food 
and water, and must be refined by the pro- 
cess of digestion before it can be made in 


ing place in the air cells during breathing. 
The refuse of this process is exhaled as car- 
bon digxide. Other experiments made by him 
show that the resistance of the human sys- 
tem ig so much greater than the pressure of 
the agmosphere that it would be impossible 
for ostnosis of a gas to take place under such 
conditions.

Just how complete a 
pleasure it would have been to listen for over 
an hour to music of the kind Herr Schuett 
has written cannot be stated, for the neces- 
sity of hearing what was happening at 
Music hall made it ng ge to remain at Mr. 
Spencer’s recital only for the first four num- 
bers. 
What was heard proved entertaining and 
enjoyable—not music that has any great pro- 
fundity of matter or striking originality of 
manner, but which is pleasingly melodious, 
neatly made, and has the characteristics of 
grace, piquancy, and lightness that are pe- 
culiarly Viennese. It fs the music of good 
nature and hopefulness, and is therefore 
welcome. A Prelude in E minor proved a 
virile, compact piece of writing that was ef- 
fective and interesting; a Theme and Varia- 
tions (G major) contained much that was 
cleverly conceived and well executed; a Can- 
zonetta was melodious; and an Etude Mig- 
nonne, graceful and not wanting in at- 
active brilliancy. Other compositions on 


the program were the Carnivale Mignon, a 
Reverie ‘in A-flat, “‘Au Rouet’’ and “ Val- 
sette,”’ and transcriptions on the Prize Song 
from Meistersinger "and a Strauss Waltz. 

Mr. Spencer was in good technical trim, 
and of course thoroughly en rapport with thre 

ork in hand. The result was playing that 

htained much’ that was enjoyable and 
praise meriting. . 

Miss Antis is a beginner in the field of con- 
cert ‘work, and therefore needs to be judged 
accordingly. She has abundant composure 
and self-confidence—priceless possessions for 
the public piano player—and certain of her 
abilities are of a kind and, degree entitling 
her to consideration as a young pianist of 
fair promise. Her finger technique is unusual- 
ly neat and clean, her scale being particular- 
ly even and fluent, and she has ample 
strength of a certain robust variety. That 
she’ hesitated at times last evening in the 
middle of a phrase, and that a phrase now 
and again died away into nothingness may 


be set down largely to the excitement of a 


first appearance, and the resultant tendency 
to hurry tempo. What the young player 
stands most in need of is strict, rigid train- 
ing along musical and artistic lines. 

She evidently has a certain natural talent 
for interpretation, but it is as yet erratic, 
unformed, and unreliable. Of the power tu 
grasp the musical meaning of a composi- 
tion and its contents she shows but little, 
and the purely technical points of correct 
pedaling, proper phrasing, not to mention 
the obtaining of variety and beauty in tone, 
have clearly been neglected in her study. 
Natural ability she possesses, but there is 
need of much severe and hard work before 
she can claim attention as a professional 
concert pianist.

Tests with liquid fuel under the navy de- 
partment have continued during the last 
week. The board has decided not to make 
tests to determine the merits of individual 


burners. Only appliances representing par- 


ticular types are tested, and the real work of 
the board is rather to test systems than to 
test special inventions. In all probability it 
will be shown that the selection of a burner 
will be a simple part in the consumption of 
liquid fuel, the installation of the various 
auxiliaries and the pressures maintained 
being the potent factors. This is a matter of 
great importance from a naval standpoint, 
it it is shown that naval vessels need not be 
dependent upon certain appiiances but rather 
upon the technical skill and readiness of re- 
sources of those who are in charge of the 
mechanism. 

The torpedo boat Gwyn is now being 
equipped at the Norfolk navyyard with oil 
fuel installation, and as this boat will go to 
the naval academy at an early day the au- 
thorities at that institution will be able to 
conduct a new set of tests independent of the 
liquid fuel board, and thus actual service 
conditions can be anticipated. 

It is earnestly hoped that upon the return 
tu home waters of the torpedo fleet the rec- 


ommendations of the engineer in chief for 


the fitting of several of these boats with 
liquid fuel appliances will be carried out, 
so that the individual - commanders of 
the several craft can be pitted against 
each other.

A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION, — 
The Massachusetts constitution has an 


admirable provision; that where either | 


branch of the legislature wishes informn- 


‘ tion as to its constitutional power the opinion 


of the justices of the Supreme court can 
be required. If there were a similar pro- 


vision in the Illinois titution the genera] 
assembly could ask judges of the Su- 
preme’ court the perti question whether 


it can lawfully authotize a city which is in 
debt up to the limit and which has no ready 
money to acquire street railroad properties 
by giving for them bonds which are not to 
be general liabilities 'of the city but are 
to be a charge only pn the properties ac- 
quired and their revenues. If this cannot 
be done constitutionally there is no object, 
so far as Chicago is , in passing 
a bill authorizing the municipal ownership 
of street railroads. — 

The bill on this subject which the coun- 
cil, by a large majority, has decided to sub- 
mit to the general a bly provides for 
the issue of bonds to) pay for street rail- 
roads which may be uired by purchase 
or condemnation, the bonds to be made pay- 
able solely out of the revenues of the roads 
and to be secured by a trust deed upon them 
and théir revenues. |The bill which the 
council voted mot to the general assem- 
bly to pass contains substantially the same 
provision. ‘There is indeed no other way 
in which payment can be provided for. The 
city is in debt up to the limit. If that limit 
were not reached thete are purposes of a 
more urgent character: tham the acquisition 
of street railroads to {take care of which 
bonds might properly ibe sold. | 

The constitution reads that no munici- 
pality “ shall be allowed to become indebted 
in any manner or for any purpose” to an 
amount exceeding 5 cent on the last 
assessment for state county taxes. The 
strict and the loose conatructionists disagree 
as to the interpretation of the provision. 
The latter contend that a city does not con- 
tract the indebtedness 
constitution when it

| MUNICIPAL COALYARDS. 
‘There was a coalyard resolittion intro- 
duced into the city council last Monday 
night. It called upon the corporation coun- 
sel to express an opinion on the question 
whether or not the municipality hag power 
under.its present open 
tain coalyards for the efit of its citizens. 
This question is no doubt an important one. 
The power of the municipality in the direc- 
tion of business engerprises has not yet been 
defined. It will be interesting to know 
whether or not the city is able under its pres- 
ent charter to go into the coal business. 
‘Leaving this question aside, however, an- 
other question arises. Has Chicago not 
merely the legal power but also-the admin- 
istrative power to buy and sell coal? The 
coal business is a delicate and intricate busi- 
ness. Local dealers may seem lately to 
have been making money, but their normal 
situation is not an altogether comfortable 
one. Last winter they felt themselves hard 
pressed by the coal mining companies that 
wanted to open retail depots of their own. 
The proper administration of a big coalyard 
means, first, a large initial expenditure of 
money for coal and fer equipment; second, a 
large continuous expenditure of technical 
executive ability. In neither of these re- 
spects can the Chicago city government be 
said at the present time to be particularly 
well equipped. If we ran coalyards in the 
way in which we run bridges, the only result 
would be a greater distrust of municipal ad- 
ministration than thereis now. Thereisa

LETTER OF MARQUE DE FONTENOY || 


THE TOP THE 


Copyright, 1908, by the Marquise de Fontenoy 
T is only on the personal nomination of 
the czar himself, bearing his sign man- 
ual, that admission can be obtained for 

a boy to the so-called “ Imperial School 

of Pages” at St. Petersburg, which is 
without exception the most exclusivé and 
aristocratic educational institution in the 
world, 

I mention this in reply to a letter which has 
reached me from a reader who wishes to 
have his boys brought up abroad, who has 
heard of this college, and who is anxious to 
know by what means he can enter his sons 
there, and inasmuch as the school has just 
celebrated- with much solemnity the centen- 
nial anniversary of ite foundation it may be 
as well to add a few notes about the matter. 

To the best of my knowledge there are 
no foreigners whatsoever admitted to this 
school. For inasmuch as Prince Alexis Kar- 
ageorgevitch is, in spite of his Servian birth 
and pretensions to the Servian throne, a Rus- 
sian officer, it is hardly possible to describe 
his boys as foreigners. | 

Strictly speaking, the imperial school o 
pages is restricted to the sons and - 
sons of officers of the three highest classes 
in the service of the state, that is §o say, 
field marshal, general, and lieutenant gen- 
eral in the army, and of the corresponding 
grades in the civil service. After them, if 
there are any vacancies, come the sons and 
grandsons of provincial governors, ambassa-. 
dors, and minister plenipotentiary, provin- 
cial marshals of the nobility, providing they 
are not below the rank of major general in 
the army or privy councillor in the civil 
service. Finally if there remain any va- 

sons of gen 
s who have either lost their lives 
in war or else who have taken part in sev- 


One hurdred and seventy of the pupils are 


, boarded, educated, and maintained 


entirely at the expense of the czar. Besides 
this there are 200 day boarders, who pay a 
nominal fee of 200 roubles.a year, that is to 


say, less than $100, towards the cost of 


their education. . 

While pupils of the college the boys have 
all kinds of privileges and prerogatives, and 
at all t court and state functiong act as 
pages of honor to the emperor, the empress, 
and to the members of the imperial family. 
On such eceasions they wear their court uni- 
form, which is a handsome one, consisting of 
a tunic, thickly embroidered, horizontal bar 
fashion, with gold lace, after the mode of 
the embroidery on the uniforms of the cham- 
berlains, the masters of the ceremonies, and 
of the gentlemen of the chamber at the Rus- 
sian court. With this tunic the pages on 
these occasions wear white knee breeches 
and high jack boots of patent leather, and a 
helmet plumed with white hair. 


These who graduate with an average of 
marks entitling them to places in class one 
réeeive commissions as “ parutschik,”’ or first 
lieutenant, of the crack regiments of the 
guards. Those who graduate in the second 
class receive commissions as second lieuten- 
ants, antedated a year—that is to say, giving 
them one year’s seniority of their rank.

ination—receive patents as second liéuten- 
ants without any of these advantages of 
seniority.

Those of the pupils who prefer the civil 
to the military are granted places 
according to the class of their examination 
in the tenth, twelfth, and fourteenth grades 
of the civil service. The majority of the 
pupils join the army, and a large proportion 
of the officers of the guard are graduates of 
the Imperial School of Pages.

be accomplished by the National league at 
the Grand hotel tomorrow. It is hardly pos- 
sible, however, the measure wil] be adopted 
unanimously, although there is a chance of . 
the vote being 7 to 1, with New York alone 
voting in the negative. 

The committee of the whole concluded its 
business today and by a vote of 6 to 2 will 
recommend that the peace agreement be 
adopted. The Brooklyn and New Yerk elubs 
voted against this. The object of having the 
league meet as a committee of the whole 
was to give the Pittsburg and Philadelphia 
clubs a chance to vote on the compact with- 
out violating the injunction which the New 
York club secured against’ them. ney 
Dreyfuss did the voting for both clubs. 


Will Adopt Peace Pact. 

President Hermann said after the close of 
the meeting, which was at 7 o'clock this 
evening: 

* We have adjourned until 10 o'clock tomor- 
row Morning, when the National league 
proper goes into'session. The peace compact 
will be taken up, and I don't think there 
is any question about its ratification. This 
May be accomplished by a unanimaus vote, 
7 to 1, 6 to 2, or'5 to 8, but It will be ratified. 
Of that I am positive. The NewYork and 
Brooklyn clubs, it has developed, misunder- 
stood gothe portions of the agreement, and I 
think ‘that when everything is explained to 
the satisfaction of the gentlemen who repre- 
sent these clubs the measure will carry 
unanimously.” 

Oné-of the first things to be done hy the 
league wag to have the “injunction proceed- 
ings in Philadelphia postponed until Friday. 
This was only accomplished after a protract- 
ed struggle, for at that time the tWo factions 
Were not so néar to each other a&’ they were 
when the meeting adjourned last night. 


Injunction Hearing Postponed. 

_Alv representatives of the defendant clubs, 
as well as those of the plaintiff, were ready 
at gne.time during the morning to board 
the train for Philadelphia to attend the 
hearing in court. In the course of time, 
however, it was made plain to Brush and 
Ebbets that they did not have the slightest 
chance to have that restraining order made

IMPORT FREIGHT 


Interstate Board Sits in Chi- 
eago and Discovers Dis- 
crimination. 


| 


DOMESTIC GOODS TAXED. 


on Traffic Originating in 
United States. | 


The investigation concerning the alleged 
discrimination against domestic and in favor 
of foreign traffic recently commenced in New 
York: by theinterstate commerce commission 
was continued here yesterday, Commission- 
ers Knapp, Prouty, and Fifer being present. 
They had the assistance of Special Counsel 
Marchand. 

The searching investigation brought out 
some facts which the railroad officials were 
anxious to suppress. 

The investigation concerning import rates 
is’ the result of a resolution passed by the 
United States senate requesting the com- 
mission to furnish it information regarding 
the charges that proportionately lower rates 
were made.on import traffic than on domestic 
freight. 

- Foreigners Enabled to Undersell. 

The investigation showed clearly that Eu- 
ropean manufacturers are able to sell their 
goods in markets of the western states at a 
lower price than similar articles that are 
manufactured in this country can be sold for. 

W. M. Rhett, general freight agent of the 
Illinois Central at New Orleans, was the first 
witness. He said he did not always file 
tariffs from New Orleans to-points on the 
Illinois Central on import traffic because of 
fluctuations in ocean rates via other ports 
and of inland rates. The principal imports, 
he said, are salt, sisal, malt, ale, beer, wines, 
and liquors. | 


Higher Rates for Domestic Goods. 
The persistent quizzing by Mr. Marchand 
brought out the following, showing the dis- 
crimination against domestic goods 
Salt—Export rate from Liverpool to Chi- 
cago via-New Orleans, 13.25 cents a hundred 
pounds; proportionate rate from New Orleans 
to Chicago. 11.25 cents. Domestic rate from 
New Orleans to Chicago, 19 cents. 
Sisal—Through rate from Progreso, Mexico, 
to Chicago, 28 cents a hundred pounds. Pro- 
- portionate rate from New Orleans to Chicago, 
15 cents. Domestic rate from New Orleans 
to Chicago, 18 cents, | 
Ale, beer, wines, etc.—Through rate from 
Liverpool to St. Louis via New Orleans, 20.91 
-eents; less than carloads, 23.58 cents. In- 
land proportion, carload, 12.55 cents; less 
than carload, 14.15 cents. Domestic rate 
New Orleans to St. Louis, carload, 20 cents; 
less than carload, 30 cents. 
The witness said these rates were made to 
meet competition via other ports and also to 
induce vessels to come to New Orleans and 
take return export freight. He claimed to 
know of no cases where the rates from Liver- 
pool to Chicago by way of New York on salt, 
cement, earthenware, and other articles was 
less than the published rate from New York. 


Custom House Brokers Called. 


The next witness, Wilford Shade, custom 
house broker of St. Louis, stated that he 
acted as agent for the Big Four, Chesapeake 
and Ohio, and Clover Leaf railroads. He 
was asked by Mr. Marchand if he knew 
of any cases where imports had been billed 
at lower classification than the classifica- 
tion for which duties were paid at the cus- 
tom house. The witness claimed he did not. 
know. He was then asked if he had cer- 
tain bills of lading which he had been sub- 
peenaed to produce. 
“TI have not done so,” said the witness, 
“because claims were filed on them and 
they are no longer in my possession.” 
“Were not certain shipments billed as 
ironware when the custom house records 
show that the shipments consisted of razors, 
on which the classification is much higher?” 
queried Mr. Marchand. | 
The witness made no answer. 
H. W. Ackhoff, custom house broker at 
Chicago, was questioned about an impor- 
tation of wines and liquors by way of New- 
port News to Chicago, consigned to Wick- 
ham & McLaughlin. The witness remem- 
bered the shipment, but could not remem- 
ber the rate. 
‘Don’t you know,” asked Mr. Marchand, 
“that it came on a through rate of 30 cents 
from Liverpool to Chicago, and that the 
domestic rate from Newport News to Chi- 
cago is 59 cents?” 4 
The witness couldn't remember. 
“Where is that freight bill; didn’t I tell 
you to bring it?’’ queried Mr. Marchand. | 
“You told me I might be requested to 
produce it. I understand you have a pho- 
tographic copy of it,’’ said the witness. — 
Mr. Marchand declined to say whether he 
had or not. | 
Hearing on Live Stock Rates. — 
Further hearing was had in the case of the 
Chicago live stock exchange charging the 
railroads with discrimination against Chi- 
cago. Members of the Minnesota railroad 
commission and some traffic experts were 
examined and they attempted to show that 
Chicago was not discriminated against. | 
Intervening petitions, practically joining 
sides with the railroads, were filed on behaif 
of the live stock exchanges and stockyara 
oneene of St. Joseph, Omaha, and Sioux 
ty. 
The complaint of the National Proprie- 
taries Association of America alleging dis- 
crimination in rates on advertising matter 
was given further hearing. The only wit- 
ness examined in this case was General 
me a Agent Orr of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road.
